They not only are not limited to 
FOIA since enaotment of t he Privacy Act but the State Department letter tells 
me they use the Privacy Aot for usch requests. Mt. Goff's letter is in error 
in stating * invoked FOIA only* R

In Mr* Goff f s second paragraph he says that such records are transferred to 
the National Archives* This leaves me no choice but to ask for all the files of 
whatever original and nature there are on* about or referring to me anywhere in 
or under the control of the National Archives or any subsidiary organization of 
any kind* including but not limited to presidential libraries* I make this re- 
quest under both PA and FOIA* If you do not know it you will find that I maintain 
a deposit account* 



It should be apparent that these requests have been stalled inordinately* 
However* I do recognize that you will have some time problems in meeting this 
request as it relates to the National Archives* Upon receipt of your assurance that 
you will process this with due diligence and good faith and an estimate of the time 
required I will not insist upon oomplianoe with the time limitations* I do not 
think this should have to apply to what is in the yy&shington possession of the 
National Archives* With regard to copies of those records* including that to v/hich 
Mr* Goff refers* I would appreoiate your effort to make prompt compliance.
